FLOWERS OF CIVILIZATION. 


Harpir’s WEEKLY thus moralizes upon the sub. 


ject of the Army and Navy: 

The other day at Chicago three of the West Point cadets 
disobeyed orders. One of them was the Captain of the 
First Class, and be would bave remained Caotain until the 
end of bis course if be had not offended. Heand his two 
comrades left the camp without permission. Their pun- 
ishment wus very severe. They were put under arrest an d 
were confined inthe guard tent. As tothe Captain, the 
Commandant of Cadets reduced him to the ranks. He will 
graduate asa private instead of an officer, and he is lueky 
in being able to graduate at all. 

The lesson is severe, but it is wholesome, and the intelli- 
gent people of the country will applaud the stern main- 
tenance of discipline. These yomsy men are to be the 
future officersof our Army, and if they do not under- 
stand and practice obedience themselves, how can they 
exact it from the soldiers under their command? The 
young men who were guilty of this breach ot discipline 
will doubtless find plenty of apologists, their youth and 
their unaccustomed surroundings being their prinospal 
ones; but no boy is so young as not to know the differ- 
ence between what is honorable and what is dishonorable, 
and the boy who has the right kind of stuff in bim will al- 
ways make the right choice when the moral alternative is 
presented to him. 

The discipline that is maintaineiat West Point is thor- 
ough. It may seem to soft-hearted people to be hard on 
the youngsters, but those who think this are the injudi- 
cious spoilers of children, and the country does not want at 
the bead of its armies the self-incuigent men who were 
spoiled in their childhood. The youth of those who are 
destined for a military career must not be filled with pleas. 
ure seeking. It must be self-restrained and sincere. The 
training may be open tothe objection that it is narrow- 
ing, but so is the military career narrowing as compared 
with other careers. Fighting meno are not often the 
flower of our civilization, although they may Any 
occupation like that of an American Army officer, in 
which merit is not essential to promotion, is narrowing 
to the average man. It requires great ambition to induce 
an officer to surmount his comfortable obstacles. But 
there are compensating advantager, and the young, mec 
who are educated at West Point under the rigid discip- 
line of which we have bad an example at Chicago are 
likely to be gentlemen—truth-loving, frank, open-minded, 
and dutiful. 

The Military and Naval Academies at West Point ard 
Anovapolis are among the few public institutions where the 
Governwent work 1s carried on intelligently and conscien- 
tiously. Evidently the standard of discipline at least is 
maintained at West Point. The three youog men who gut- 
tered for their outing were dealt with wisely, and not only 
they but their fellows and successors will be the better sol- 
diers for their punishment. 


Special training for any profession no doubt 
tends to bind its subjects within the limitations of 
a certain class of ideas and opinions which are held 
to be of supreme importance, but in what respects 
is the military profession more narrowing than 
others? The special advantages of natural endow- 
ment and favoring conditions, which tend to liber- 
alize men, are in all professions confined to a select 
few, and the majority grow more and more set, 
year after year, in the prejudices of their class. 
The very article we quote is an expression 
of the narrowness of one profession in its es- 
timate of another, the editor sitting in judgment 
on the soldier. What profession has contributed 
more to the progress of civilization than the ‘mili- 
tary profession? What one has furnished loftier 
illustrations of the influence of christian civilisation 
upon personal character? The editor or the au- 
thor talks about great deeds, and the scribe records 
them, but the soldier does them. Which experience 
would naturally have the greater effect upon the 
development of personal character and so furnish us 
with these flowers of civilization for which Har- 
per’s Weekly is seeking ? 

Of the two men who will stand for all time as 
the representatives of the very highest development 
of the American character, one, Washington, had 
his training in camps, and the other, Lincoln, 
rose to the height of his great opportunity through 
his association with a civil war which gave to mili- 
tary men and military ideas the controlling influ- 
ence in our national councils. All human pro 
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gress, all advance in civilization, is through contest 
and war in some form, and the men who have se- 
cured for us the results evolved from the endless 
clashing of hostile opinions are those who have been 
ready to stake upon the ultimats issue their lives, 
their fortunes, and their sacred honor. They are 
the men controlled by the military spirit that takes 
no account of personal hazard ; not those who are 
missing when the struggle beginning in the clash 
of ideas ends finally in the shock of the battlefield 
and the contest for supremacy between the old 
order and the new. It is not without reason 
that civilized nations give so high a place 
in their esteem to the soldier. China, which 
relegates him to the inferior place is a striking il- 
lustration of the fate which overtakes a nation, 
great in intelligence and natural ability and re- 
sources when it gives chief place to the doctrinaires 
who despise the soldier. The ‘pig tail imposed upon 
the native Chinese by the conquering Manchus 
as a@ badge of servitude, they now wear proudly in 
testimony to the craven spirit which made possible 
the conquest of a great nation bya handful of 
warriors. 

We must ask our contemporary to define civiliza. 
tion before we admit the force of its statement. As 
a “Journal of Civilization” it should be equal to the 
task. Is it writing, or preaching, or buying and 
selling and getting gain? Is it loading our library 
shelves with millions of books, not one in a thou- 
sand of which really adds anything to human store ? 
Is it multiplying upon our statute books useless 
laws and then wasting the resources of bright intel- 
lects in their interpretation? Is it groping through 
the dark ways of medical empiricism only to reach 
the final conclusion that the best use for all physic is 
to throw it to the dogs? Is it howling with the bulls 
and bears in the stock exchange or the grain pit ? 
Where, O where, good -Harper’s Weekly, are we to 
look for this flower of civilization, which fighting 
men are not? 


THE obnoxious Proctor law, prohibiting the re. 
enlistment of privates after ten years’ service, re- 
s£eives a Jarge share of attention in each of the an 
nual reports of department commanders now being 
considered by the Major-General vommanding the 
Army. Inspectors and other junior officers whose 
reports are embraced in the department reports also 
have something to say on the subject. Noone has 
a good word to say for the ill-advised measure. It 
is condemned from one end of the Army to the 
other. Its banefal effects are pointed out by every 
one who has anything to say on the subject. Its 
immediate repeal is urged by many, while others 
beg for a modification which will give the War. De- 
partment discretionary powers to at least retain 
specially meritorious men. General Schofield, who 
is now preparing his annual report, will, we are 
assured, heartily join in the popular demand for a 
repeal of the law. 


THE appointments of a Governor of the Soldiers» 
Home and an Assistant Adjutant General still hang 
fire. The President and Secretary Lamont have 
been in consultation on these matters several times 
since they arrived in Washington. If they have 
agreed upon the nominees they have not yet 
divulged their names. For the governorship of the 
Soldiers’ Home, we learn that the President has in- 
fomed those who have suggested names to him that 
he desires an officer who is still young and active 
enough to give close personal attention to all the 
necessities of the Home, and to make it one of the 
best institutions of the kind in the country. For 
the Assistant Adjutant Generalship, it is said, the 
President aud Secretary are deliberating between 
two classes of candidates—those who have good 
volunteer records and the young men, who by their 
efficiency records show special qualifications for the 
work. Of the former class Captain Burbank, Third 
Artillery, and Captain Wilson, Twelfth Infantry, 
are considered to be ahead in the race, while Oap- 
tain Rodgers, Fourth Oavalry, and Oaptaia Hall, 
Fifth Cay., are among the most formidable of the 
younger men. An impression prevails at the War 
Department that the two officers first named will be 
recognized in filling the existing vacancy, and the 
other, which occurs in November, by. the retire- 
ment of General Williams, and that after those all 
future vacancies will go to younger men,

The poster, says Lieutenant Brewster, was 
obtained without authority by persons unknown, 
and the belief is expressed that it was taken surrep- 
titiously from one of the public places in Ogdens- 
burg and displayed in Ottawa. 








THs younger officers of the Corps of Engineers 
have before them excellent prospects for promo- 
tion. Within the next two years the Lrigadier-gen- 
eral and all but two of the volonels go on to the re- 
tired list and the remaining two colonels follow 
within the succeeding two years. These changes 
alone will make promotion among the engineers 
lively during the next few years, all coming as they 
de among the ranking officers and giving op- 
portunity for a movement of the whole procession. 
In the Adjutant General's Department the general 
officers and all of the colonels and one lieutenant- 
colonel will retire within the next four years. The 
last of the present assistant quartermaster generals 
and one deputy quartermaster general will retire 
within two years, and the quartermaster general 
and another deputy quartermaster general within 
three yeare from next month. Five of the six col- 
eneis of the Medical Department retire within four 
years and a half, but the head of the department 
continues until 1902. The heads of the Ordnance 
Department are so young and lustily that we have 
no encouragement to offer to their juniors. The 
first retirement for age, that of the head of the 
corps, occurs in June, 1899.

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In the cavairy there is but one rottiiaentaaet 
age until 1896, that of Captain Kiting, and then two 
colonels, one lieutenant-colonel, one major and two 
captains disappear from the active list. Next fol 
lows, in 1897, one major, and in 1898 three colonels 
and one major. All of the colonels of artillery re- 
tire within five years and there are three retire- 
ments of captains within that period, but none of 
lieutenant-colonels or majors. Seven of the infan+ 
try colonels retire within the same period, five of 
the lieutenant-colonels, three majors and sixteen 
captains. The Army will also have the advantage 
of the retirements for disability whieh will result 
frem the transfer of seventy-six officers from the 
limited to the unlimited list curing the next five 
years. Altogether the prospects fer promotion in 
the Army are not bad.

THE CASE OF THE ATLANTA. 


G. O. No. 418, Navy Department, Sept. 7, 1893, 
publishes the proceedings of the Oourt of which 
Oapt. Thos. O. Selfridge was President, convened 
to investigate the cause of the fire on the U. 8. 8. 
Atlanta at Norfolk Navy-yard July 21, and con- 
tinues as follows: 


The report of the court as to the facts estab- 
lisbed is abundantly sustained by the evidence ad- 
duced. Notwithstanding the circumstances de- 
tailed in said report, and which the Court deemed 
extenuating, it seems remarkable to the Depart- 
ment, in view of the facts found, that it should 
have recommended that no further proceedings 
be had in the mat‘er. 

The origin of the fire which occurred on board 
the Atlanta on the night of the 2ist of July last, 
is directly traceable to the carelessness of Captain 
Edward E. Potter, U. 8. N., then Commandant of 
the navy-yard, Captain Jobn R. Buirtlett and Chief 
Engineer Hugh H. Cline, U. 8. N., late of the Aé- 
lanta, in cepa a quantity of ashes to be and 
remain piled against the forward transverse bulk- 
head in the forward fireroom. These ashes were 
the accumulation of several days previous to the 
sbip being placed out of commission on the 18th of 
Jaly, together with the ashes hauled from the 
boiler last in use on the forenoon of that day, and 
the sweepings of the ash pits which had sifted 
between the grate bars. The bulkhead against 
which the ashes were piled becoming heated toa 
red heat at about 9.30 P. m. on July 21, ignited the 
wooden lining on the after side of the forward 
magazine trunk, burning and charring the same, 
and thereby causing damage tothe amount of $105. 

It seems that the ashes referred to were left on 
board the ship, as were alao some twenty tons of 
coal stillin the bunkers, and certain articles be- 
longing to the engineers’ department (buat not in 
charge), with a vague understanding between the 
Commandant of the yard and Captain Bartlett 
that they were to be removed later by the engi- 
neers’ force of the Atlanta while quartered op 
board the receiving ship. Neither the necessity for 
using one of the boilers until the day on waich the 
sbip went out of commission, nor the vague uader- 
standing above referred to, nor any necessity of 
the service, justifies the commanding officer of the 
ship for his non-compliance, or the Commandant 
of the yard for his failure to exact compliance with 
the requirements of the Navy Regulations, and the 
practice of the service, with regard to vessels going 
out of commission. The neglect which resulted in 
fire appears to have been due chiefly, it not wholly, 
to a desire on the part of those in authority on 
board the Atianta to get rid of the vessel as soon 
as possible by turning her over to the navy-yard 
au'Locities. 

Tbe Court properly fixes the responsibility for 
the fire upon the officers hereinbefore named, but 
it appears to the Department, if the evidence is to 
be relied on, that others, not named in the report 
of the Court, are indirectly responsible therefor, 
through carelessness in not making a proper inspec- 
tion of the ship before and after she was placed out 
of commission. The Department refrains from 
naming such persons in this General Order only in 
consiaeration of the fact that the Court failed to 
fix the measure of their responsibility for the acci- 
dent. 

Chief Engineer Philip Inch, U. S. N., has been 
named by the Uourt for bis failure to comply with 
the requirements of Article 1656, paragraph 5, U. 
8. Navy Regulations, which provides that whena 
ship is laid up the senior engineer at the Navy- 
Yard shall take charge of her machinery;at the 
time her senior engioeer is detached. Mr. Iach’s 
failure to comply with tbe requirements of this 
regulation, which would have necessitated the ex 
amination by him of the engineers’ department on 
board the vessel, may be considered as having con- 
tributed to the negiect which made fire possible. 
The conduct of this officer, the head of one of the 
Departments of ihe Yard, was most remarkable. 
In common with the heads of the various depart- 
ments, he was notified on July 8th, by a communi- 
cation from the Navy Department, dated the 6:h of 
that moath, referred to him by the Commandant, 
that the Atlanta was to be placed out of commis 
sion and was directed to land stores and make pre 
parations accordingly. This notice was ‘‘initialea” 
by Mr. Inch, showing that he received it, bat it ap- 
pears that he not only failed to comply with the re- 
quirements of the Article of the Regulations above- 
referred to, by inspecting the enginevrs’ depart- 
ment of the vessel, but that as late as the 15:h of 
August, on which date he testified before the 
Uourt, he siated that he did not have any official 
notification that the ship was going out of commis. 
sion on the 18h day of July, and that he did not, 
even at thetime when he was testifying, know 
officially that she was out of commission. Tne 
order of the Department, dated July 6, above men. 
tioned, is deemed a safficient notice to Ohief 
Engineer Inch of the fact that the vessel w-s to be 
put out of commission, and he was grossly neglect- 
tul of bis duties in not, from the time of its re- 





ceipt, keeping himself posted as to the progress of 
the work on board the Ai/anéa, and in not know- 
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ing, without farther formal notice, when the 
vessel was finally placed ont of commission, at 
which time be should have personally inspected so 
much of her as comes under the cognizance of the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering. 

A formal and written notice by the commandant 
of the yard that the sbip was oat of commission 
might have been proper, but Mr. Inch cannot shel- 
ter himself now by saying that be did not know 
what was going on io his presence. The mere baul- 
ing down of the ship’s ensign at an unusual hour 
on the 18h day of July last, and the lowering of 
ber pennant, were alone sufficient potice to all that 
the vessel was placed out of commission. 

Fortunately the damage done to the ship by the 
fire was inconsiderable, though under o’ber cir- 
cumstances it m‘ght bave been very disastrous in 
its consequences. This branch of the inquiry made 
by the Court is therefore deemed of secoodary im- 
portance to that which was made into the condition 
of the ship, and by which it was shown that the 
culpable neglect to properly observe the regulations 
of the Department for the care and preservation of 
iron and steel sbips has prevailed on board the Aé- 
lanta for some time past. 

When the Atlanta was laid up, on the 18th of 
Jaly last, she bad been continuously in commission 
since July 19, 1886—seven years; and as the vessel 
did much active service during this time, there was 
necessarily some deterioration of her parts, but not 
sufficient, by any means, to account for her very 
bad condition. While it is not possible to state 
when the neglect to properly care for the ship, as 
required by the Regulations of the Department, firat 
commenced, it is very apparent that such neglect 
has extended back for some time prior to the date 
on which Captain Bartlett assumed command of the 
vessel at Greytown, Nicaragua, on the 28:h of May 
last. At this time, as shown by the evidence, Cap- 
tain Bartlett, in company with his predecessor, 
made a general inspection of the sbip, such as is 
required by Article 862 of the Navy Regulations, 
out the examination of the engine and fire-room is 
shown to have been purely perfunctory ; yet, io his 
testimony before the Court, Captain Bartlett states 
that he was then satisfied with the condition of the 
ship. 

A report made, signed, and forwarded at that 
time by Oapt. Bartlett, stated that the ship was in 
satisfactory condition. During the time he was in 
command, a period of about two months, Capt. 
Bartlett did not at any time make a thorough ex- 
amination of the engine and fire rooms and their 
parts, but relied as to the condition of the water- 
tught subdivisions in the engineer’s department, 
and their doors, slides, outlets and hatches, upon 
reports made to him bythe Chief Eogineer. By 
so doing he assumes a great measure of the respon- 
sibility for the state in which the Atlanta was 
found, as his failure to make a thorough and 
proper examination of the vessel when he took com- 
mand, or subsequently renders it impossible now to 
determine how muck of her bad plight is due to his 
own neglect and how much to that of his predeces- 
sors 1n command, 


The Court reports that the condition of the Aé- 
lanta, under the control of the Chief Engineer— 
meaning that part of the ship of which Cuef Ea- 
gineer Cline was in immediate charge—is discredi- 
table; and this finding is emphasized by the state- 
ment as to the condition of the bulkheads, the hull 
under the starboard wing buoker, and above all, of 
the water-tight doors in the engineer’s department, 
of which it says: ‘Asa rule they woula notshut. 
It was the exception when one would.” 
These findings show clearly that Ohief Engineer 
Clioe, who has been attached to the vessel siace 
November 13, 1891, bas neglected b's du'y as laid 
down 10 Articles 711, 722 and 723 of the Nav 
Regulations, 1898, which fix the responsibility an 
duty of the senior engineer of a vessel in commis- 
sion, and provide for examinations, inspections and 
reports of the condition of the engine and fire 
rooms and coal bunkers. 
Tne log books ofthe Atlanta on file in the Da- 
partment, which the R:2galations of the Navy re- 
quire shall be examined daily by the commanding 
officer of the vessel, contain most remarkable en- 
tries with regard to the.conditioa of the ship and 
the rapidity with which the water-tight doors were 
closed at drill; and reports from the ship on file in 
the Department extending as far back as Septem- 
ber 80, 1890, indicate not only that the regulations 
for the care and preservation of iron and steel ships 
have been carried out, but that there was no de- 
terioration which could not be accounted for by or- 
dinary wear and tear and incident of service. Taese 
reports, received at the department for years past, 
have been carefully examined, and from none of 
them does it agpees that there was anything seri- 
ously out of orcer on board the Atlanta, except 
that in May last, when the vessel was required for 
immedise important service, the boiler tuves of 
two boilers were reported to be defective, a matter 
which is shown to have been insignificant by the 
successful cruise of the vessel lately completed. 
With the single exception of the complaints made 
about the tubes of two of the boilers, tue bad condi- 


tion of which aid not seriously impair toe offiviency 
of the ship, there has been no report made or letter 
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manner the defects found by the Court of loquiry. 
Yet in contrast with the entries in the log, and the 
reports from the vees 1. above referred to, we fiad, 
pron her being placed out of commission, that the 
Atlanta wasin a condition which the Department 
cannot characterizes as anvthiog less than dlsgrace- 
ful, and tne testimony before the Court of Ioquiry 
proves that the defects in the doors of the water- 
tigbt compartments must have existed for many 
months past. 

The mecbapical force on board the ship was suffi- 
cient at any time to have repaired and put io order 
a ashort period all the water-tight doors in 
tbe sbip. 

While tbe Department considers that the regula- 
tions now in force are sufficient, if properly car med 
ont. to prevent the recurrence of such a state of 
¢ff.ire as was found to exist ou board the Atlanta, 
tue reports of ber condition, received from time to 
time, and referred to above, illustrate the import- 
ance of requiring that, in future, inspections of 
versele in the Navy be more rigid, aod renorts more 
reliable. The C. & Navy Regu'atiors, 1893, are ac- 
cordingly amended as follows, viz.: * * * 

Under all the circumstances above stated, the 
officers named io the report of the Court as respou- 
sible for the fire and for the condition io which the 
ship Was found, ure richly deserving of trial by 
General Court Martial. it is only because of the 
tact tbat it would be ditficult, if pot impracticable, 
to bring to trial all of the parties whom ibe Depart- 
ment deems responsibie, and in some measure 
because of the opinion expressed by the Court of 
loquiry, tbat no furtber proceedings are necessary, 
tb»tfurtber judicial proceedings are not instituted. 

Toe foregving general order is nublished to the 
service, and will be read to the « ffi ‘ers and crew of 
every vessel in the Navy in commission, as required 
by Article 865 of the U.S, Navy Regulations. [a 
giving ittbis widespread circulation, the Depari- 
meot hopes that such a condition of eff iirs as has 
been discovered on board tne U.S. 8. Atlanta will 
— again exist on board a vessel of the American 

avy.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Engineering fer Aug. 18 contains an illustrated de- 
soription of tne 125-ton steam bammer of the Beth- 
lehem Iron Co., Ps. designed by Mr. John Fritz, one 
of the most noted of American metallurgical engi- 
neers. Forgings of the heaviest class, including the 
propeller shafte of several of our men-of-war, have 
been turned out by its aid.

The Navy Department has ordered that several 
Howell and Whitenead torpedoes be sent to New- 
port this week for usein the trial of torpedo nets, 
which trial is alen to determine the better torpedo. 
Toe submarine E-iceson gua will be used also in the 
trials. Tne torpedoes are to be fired from the Da- 
stroyer. Three neta will be attacked, one from Eag- 
land and two from Pittsburg firas. The texture of 
the nets is different, and one of them is manufac- 
tured of nickel ateel, while the otbers are all steel. 
None of our sbips are provided with torpedo nets. 
The forthcoming trial will probabiy decide what 
net possesses the most merit, and this one will be 
adopted for the Navv, and preparations made for 
their manufacture and installation on ship. 





The question of carriages for guns and mortars is 
an all-:mportant one with the Army authorities, 
pow tbat tbe Ordnance Depurtment is turning out 
heavy ordnance for eea-coast defence batteries. A 
baif hundred uew 12-.:0ch mortars and nearly a 
dozeo 10and 12-inch guns are practivally ready to 
be mouotev, but must remain in storage because 
there are bo carriages to mount them on. Work by 
the engineers in preparing the fortifications for the 
reorption of the heavy cannon is also embarrassed 
because it is pot known what kind of disappearinug 
carriage to prepare for. Still the engineers bave 
made good progress during the year io preparing 
for tbe new gun and mortar batteries in New York, 
Boston, Washington and Fort Monroe barbers, aod 
could vow erect the mortars at several of the forts 
\f carriages were available. Neither the Gordon or 
Paeumatic carriage, which are the only disappear- 
ing types thus far tested, are considered suitabie for 
adoption in the present stege of development, and 
the only Dope now for the earlv adoption of a stand- 
ard type lies in the Crozier-Buffiongtoo, which is 
pow about ready for trial. The spring returo car- 
tiage for mortars bas been adop.ed, but it will be 
some time yet before a number sufficient to mount 
all the completed mortars will be turned out. Toe 
Ordoance aod Fortification Board, which meets this 
week at the War Department, is giviag special at- 
tention to the eubj-ct of carriages, with the view of 
facilitating work io this direction. A design for an 
emproved Gordon carriage is being considered by 
them.

by Commander Crowninshield in his report received yester- 
day. The modesty of your report appears to the Depart- 
ment to be equal to the very agen pre | merit asa sea- 
man you had the opportunity of exbibitiag during the 
severe storm to which the Nantucket was ex . The De- 
partment takes great pleasure in jvining you in commend- 
ing tbe officers snd men under your charge, and especially 





Nantucket at the Navy-yard in accordance with 
oral orders received from the commanding officer 
of the U. 8. 8S. Kearsarge. 

During the passage from New York to Wilming- 
ton, N. C., the vessel experienced very rough 
weatner, particularly during the 27cb, 28th and 29th 
inst., developing several defects in her which 
should be remedied before again taking the trip to 
Wilmington. 

The defects referred to consist mainly in the im- 
perfect joints around hatches, hawse-pipe and air 
ports, leaky condition of deck, bad condition of 
ventilating engines, want of free communication 
between bilge compartments. These defects ren- 
dered the berth deck and offiecrs’ quarters uninbab- 
itable when at sea, owing to the extreme heat 
and excessive dampness, and eating and sleeping 
being impossible except on the turret and super- 
structure. * * * Signals were exchanged with 
the Kearsarge until 12.30 a. M. on the 29th inst., after 
which time no response was received to our signals. 

Daring the trip up to the Navy yard the vessel 
took a sheer against her helm and touched slightly 
in 12 feet of water on a mud bank to W.N. W. of 
the Rip Raps. I signalled the tug Katie and char- 
tered her to assist us to the Navy-yard, where we 
arrived at 7 P. M. yesterday. 

During the gale the wind blew with ereat violence 
and the sea was running very high; the vessel 


proved herself a very goed sexs boat, riding the sea | chias, 


surprisingly well, and were it not for the very un- 
satisfactory condition of the quarters below we 
would have been as comfortabie as could be ex- 


pected. 

Daring all of our trip everybody was kept at 
work night and day keeping the bilges clean, and 
other work that became necessary from time to 
time. Officersand men performed admirably and 
to my entire satisfaction, and while every one on 
board did his whole duty and more I cannot refrain 
from calling the attention of the Department to the 
indefatigable energy and efficient work of Chief 
Engineer J. L. Hannum, who was to me a most val- 
uable assistant througbout our experience.

PROGRESS OF NAVAL RECONSTRUCTION. 


Ir anybody doubts that the Navy is growing they 
should read the late reports from the constructors at 
the various yards whereship building isin progress. 
Yes, the Navy is growing, and growing fast, too. 
The ship building plants were never busier since the 
rehabilitation com menced than they are now. This 
is particularly true of the great establishments of 
the Messrs. Cramp, in the Bast, and the Union Iron 
Works in the West. The New York and Norfoik 
Navy-yards are also quite active, but not so busy as 
they were a few weeks ago when there was so much 
repair work in progress in addition to new con- 
struction. As has always been the case, the private 
establishments are making much better progress 
than the Government yards. None of the Govern- 
ment built ships are yet ready for trial, while ves- 
sels commenced by private firms simultaneously 
= — are completed and some of them in com- 
mirsion. 

Altogether, however, there is cause for congratu- 
lation over the year’s progress in naval construc- 
tion. In addition to the New York, Detroit, and Ma- 
» Which are already in commission, the end of 
the year will. ind the Castine, Montgomery, Marble- 
head, Columbia, and Olympia in commission, pro- 
vided, of course, they are ail successful in their trial 
trips soon to take place.

second alleging that be did, at or near Fort Mclatosh, Tex., 
March 1, unlaw /ully punish a soldier of his troop, Private 
Wm. G. A. Richarderes, by causing bim to be tied up by the 
wrists wiib his feet barely touching the ground, for @ pers 
iod of about one hour, and further »y causing him to be 
thrown ivto a waterhole several times, at or near Fort Mo- 
Intosb, Tex., March Piea: “Not guilty.” Findiog: 
“ Not guilty.” “Aod the Court does therefore acquit bim, 

The reviewing authority, Maj. Gen. Miles, says: “Itap- 
pears from the evidence that the two men pamedin the 
specifications were tied up by the wrists substantialiy in the 
manner thereia alleged, and were oct iet down until they 
had promised to obey the gedere givee them by Capt. Mao- 
key. So much is proven beyond a reasonable doubt, and 
by implication is confessed by th » defence in setting up jue 
tification on the ground of the mutinous spirit of the men, 
the location o' the troop in the field—ab ut thirty-five 
miles from Fort McIntosb, Texas—and the necessit; 
prompt and ‘drastic’ measures to maintain discipline
